Response to Amendment 

1 . The reply filed on 3/20/2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or nnatter(s): 

Applicant does not address the art rejections of Examiner's non-final rejection of 
9/24/2002. While Applicant addresses the art rejections of the non-final rejection of 
7/18/2001 and the final rejection of 3/11/2002 regarding limitations present in canceled 
claims that now appear in newly added, similar claims, no response is made to the most 
recent art rejections. Additionally, Examiner notes that Applicant states on page 12 of 
amendment C that claims 40-48 are pending and claims 60-99 are newly added. 
However, Applicant lists claims 50-52 as "currently amended" and claims 53-59 as 
"previously amended" in amendment C. This is contradictory, as these claims are not 
said to be pending. According to Examiner's records, claims 40-48 and 50-99 are 
pending. 

See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, 
applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this 
notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to 
avoid abandonment.
